(20) per cent or more of the frontage 
proposed to be altered, or by the owners 
of twenty (20) per cent or more of the 
frontage immediately in the rear thereof,

or by the owners of twenty (20) per cent 
of the frontage directly opposite the front- 
age proposed to be altered or by the 
owners of twenty (20) per cent of the 
frontage within three hundred (300) feet 
and on the same side of the street as the 
frontage proposed to be altered, such 
amendment shall not be passed except by 
the three-fourths vote of all members of 
the City Council; provided, however, upon 
unanimous approval of the members of 
the City Plan Commission present and 
voting upon such amendment, and approval 
of a majority vote of the City Council, 
such amendment shall be adopted.
